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Rear-Admiral Urges Necessity 
For Construction of a Big 
Shipyard at Tnis Port 


Washington.—Rear Admiral Benson, 
chief of the Bureau of Operations, told 
the House Naval Committee March 17 
that San Francisco bay should have a 
navy yard ‘adequate to build as many 
battleships as might be necessary for 
the Pacific Coast.” He said a first- 
class plant there would be vastly more 
valuable than one at Puget Sound, and 
that he did not favor the $2,000,000 
appropriation passed by the senate 
for improvements of the Puget Sound 
yard. 

San Francisco, the Admiral argued, 
was more central than Puget Sound 
and had a larger body of water and 
a better fortified bay entrance. Puget 
Sound, he added, was ‘‘not only very 
near foreign territory, but in a posi- 
tion where it is easily approached by 
nations across the Pacific. 

Admiral Benson strongly favored 
yuantanamo as a primary naval base 
in the Caribbean. 

“I believe from the lessons of the 
European war,” he said, ‘that there 
should be somewhere south of Cape 
Hatteras yards and docks where our 
ships could go. 
military force necessary for land de- 
fense of Guantanamo, of course, has 
beeti considered, but we hope the fleet 
would defend it.”

there. 

“We should keep the canal open at 
all hazards,’ he declared.

For a noncombatant to get withi 
the firing line of the bloody European 
war is considered an impossibility. 
There i3 a reason—it is a dangerous 
place; one’s life would be in jeopardy. 
Here in New York, are more than 1,- 
000,000 persons, working every day, in 
places almost as dangerous as the fir- 
ing line of Europe. They go and come 
with no thought of danger, merely be- 
cause they have thus far escaped death 
and injury. Yet a tragedy might be 
enacted at any moment. Some time 
ago the cloak, suit and skirt industries 
of New York engaged Dr. George M. 
Price to inspect the fire hazards of the 
many buildings devoted to these manu- 
facturing interests. Doctor Price has 
made his report, in which he says that, 
out of 928 buildings, 30 were found to 
be perfectly safe. It might require a 
mathematician to figure out how much 
better chance one of the employees of 
these structures has of escaping death 
than he would havé on the firing line
